The great war trail followed by the 
Indians /run New ~fork to South 
Caroline. Is known In history as the 
Seneca Trail, ao called from a tribe 
of Indians In New York near Ni¬ 
agara Falla, which tribe was a mem¬ 
ber of the Six Nations, or Iroquois. 
Toe common pronounclatlon of the 
name lo ear i times was * Senegar " 
a corruption of the name Seneca 
The pioneers often spoke of all the 
Indians from New York as the “Scn- 
egars." That pronounclatlon of the 
word Is still l>eard In West Virginia, 
even when it la applied to the creek 
of that name In Pendleton county, or 
the Imposing cliff at the mouth sf 
that stream, which naa the name 
from the fact that the Seneca Trail 
passed that way. The mountaineers 
speak of ‘ Senegar" creek, and that 
Is simply a pronouncing of the word 
as the pioneers called It, and It Is not 
particularly wrong. Early Virginia 
hooka have the spelling “Senegar" 
Instead of Seneca. 

The Seneca Trail crossed West Vir¬ 
ginia, and ^portions of the trail 
are well known here yet, l>art!c 
ularly In Pendleton and Randolph 
counties. The cid|palli started from 
near Niagara Falls on Its way to 
South Carolina, and no fact U. better 
kuown than that It crossed several 
counties of West Virginia. It went 
from Niagara Falls on IU way to 
Pittsburgh. That Is certain. From 
Pittsburgh It ascended the Youghlo- 
gheoy river to its source, not far 
from Oakland or Aurora. There ap¬ 
pears a gap of forty or fifty miles be 
fore a point Is reached near Eikln* 
where the trail is found again. Tht 
question Is what route did the old 
path follow from the head of the 
Youghlogheny to ElklribY The trail 
connec ed the two points, t?ut It has 
long been doubtful by what route ll 
passed from near Oakland to the 
town of Elkins. 

1 spent several days during the 
past summer In trying to find the 
route of the old Indian path over the 
doubtful territory. I followed most 
of the distance on foot or In an auto¬ 
mobile where there was a read, and 
I believe that 1 helped to locate the 
Seneca trail along the doubtful ter¬ 
ritory. In doing that Investigation 
during the past summer, 1 traveled by 
train 832 miles, by automobile 184e 
miles, by road wagons 20 miles, and 
on foot 150 miles. 1 mention this to 
aUu .w lLa.1 i d id UoL dl*UAlas Hut *uU 
ject “with a lick and a promise," bui 
tried to make a falny complete search 
In doing It 1 visited Pittsburgh on 
the north and Richmond on the 
south, and went over most of the 
Intermediate territory. 

According to what 1 ascertained 
from the records, and found by per¬ 
sonal search on the ground In four 
states, It Is my belief that the "miss 
Ing link” In the old Seneca Wall, be 
tween Elkins and the head, of the 
Youghlogheny, Is al>out as follows: 

From Elkins the trail crossed and 
ascended the Valley of Leading 
Creek to the base of Laurel Hill; 
passed over that mountain to the 
head of Indian Fork of Clover run. 
went down that stream to Its mouth 
neat St. George; followed the face of 
the mountain to the Horseshoe; and 
went acroea the level land 'to the 
mouth of Horseshoe run. There the 
trail crossed Cheat river and reached 
Lower Gap along the south side of 
Low Gap Hill. The path there Is 
visible to this day, as it Is on Clover 
run. and on the hills south of St 
George. At the highest point In 
Low Gap the path went up the hill 
on the east to the fiat above, and a 
quarter of a mile further came down 
into what Is now a cleared field, and 
for half a itolle no trace of the path Is 
•visible.. Hut II can be found at Hoi- 
bert run about a hundred yard* 
north of the public road. A quarter 
of a mile on, trices of the path may 
be seen below the public road al 
Yankee run, and a hundred yards on, 
very plainly can the old path be seen 
where It crossed School house run 
at right angles to the present road 
Nearly half a mile further at Dug 
Road Hollow, the old path may be 
seen again Inside the field. The In 
dian trail there leads about three 
hundred yards up Dug Run Road 
Hollow and then winds cut upon tht 
high flats crosses to the bank ol 
ilorsehoe run near the place known 
as Polebridge IIjIIow. I found n< 
trace of the Indian path for nearly a 
mile above that place, but it appears 
again on the bank of H< reeshoe rur 
south of the old Stephen Lush plan¬ 
tation. 1 did not see the trail again 
on Horseshoe run, although* I follow 
ed the stream to Its source on the 
Maryland line, but I was tolj by 
credible witnesses that the path ha* 
been located between Leadmlne and 
Wolf creeks, some six roles further 
upstream from the Stephen Losh 
crossing, That being the case It 
leaves no doubt In my mind that the 
trail parsed on to the Youghlogheny 
whlch^la not much more than ten 
miles from Wolf creek. 

1 will say a word as to the evidence 
that the path found In different

I 
i reached that coocluaUn by reasoning 
I and lo moat cases by direct evidence 
for all persona who might remember 
• back to the pioneer days are now 
» dead There la evidence from hkato 
I ry and tradition that there was an 
1 Indian trail of scats sort up Hon*- 
shoc run. and that the first settlers 
followed It sod continued to frave> 
It till they could make better roadt 
It Is this pioneer road which wai 
thus ea tab I lalied that exists In p>S' % ea 
to this day, that I Identified as the 
old Indian trail, 1 believe that I am , 
Justified lo aaaertlng that the lndl 
an path which certainly led up Ilorer- 
•hoe mo was In fact the Seneca trail. 
If that Is the case, and I believe It la. 
the missing link In the route of tht 
trail between Elkins and the source 
of the Youghlogheny river has been 
found, and It Is exactly In the piece 
where reaeoo says It ought to be to 
fit the koown facts. 

1 was Interested, and somewhat 
disconcerted, to find that there was 
another Indian trail from St George 
to the waters of the Youghlogheny, 
besides that up Uorae*boe~run, a 
parallel path which follows the top 
Location Ridge leaving the river at 
St, George and reaching Aurora six¬ 
teen miles distant, and there uniting 
with the Horseshoe run branch of 
the Seneca trail. This ridge road, 
was, 1 believe, a wet weather route 
which the Indians followed when 
high waters prevented them from 
traveling the path along the creeks 
I did uot follow this branch, but the 
citizens told me of It. 

. The Seneca trail across West \ ir- 
glnla figured In the history, of the 
Indians before the coming of She 
white people, rather than the affair 
of the men of the white race The 
Six Nation drove the Indians out of 
the part of West Virginia between 
the Allegheny mountains and the 
Ohio river nearly a century before 
the settlements of the white race 
were planted between the mountains 
and the river. The date of this In 
dlan conquest of their fellow Indian 
tribes la usually placed from 1666 to 
1672. _ After that occurrence It 
seems that the region between the 
Alleghenies and the Ohio, had no 
permanent Indian Inhanltants, but 
was accasl<»nally ,roamed over by 
wandering bands from beyond the 
Ohio. The conquerors* of the Six 
Nations, never settled lu the region, 
and when the white settlers came 
they found the land vacant. It Is 
Bat kiu;*n ikaL there was * perma¬ 
nent Indian wigwam between the 
mountains and the river at that 
time. There was evidence, however,, 
that there had been a former popula 
tion. The presence of atone heaps 
which were old graves of Indians, Is 
proof of a former population. Such 
graves still may be seen, and when 
they are opened human bones are 
»ften found in an advanced state of 
decay. These bones are Indian In 
Mielr origin. But It la almost cer¬ 
tain that no stone graves In that 
part of our state are later than the 
conquest of the region by the Six Na¬ 
tions, that Is, not later than about 
1670, or a century before the coming 
of the white settlers. 

In considering the Seneca Trail as 
a path across our state, It becomes 
Interestlngto bear In mind that along 
that old path came conquering bands 
of the Six Nations In their advance 
upon the former tribes of this region 
It does not require much help from 
the Imagination to picture the long 
line of savsges from the north creep¬ 
ing along the trail through the for¬ 
ests, bent on blood and diatructlon of 
the native Indians of this territory 
1 have followed these old trails, and 
In several Instances was able to make 
photographs of what Is left of them, 
and In doing so I always liked to go 
back In memory and fancy to the 
far time when the skin clothed sav 
iges from New York gilded along 
the trail on their missions of blood 
and destruction. In many cases the 
forests stand today as they stood 
when the Indians trod there, and the 


>ld paths are not to much changed 
from that day but that we a r e sir j j 
'hat It was here the wild red epan 
vent on hla march of death lie D 1 
gpne.'now. but the paths which hla 
feet trod may yet b> seen and Iden-. 
lifted 

If the suggestion U carried out 
(and 1 hope It shall be) .that marks ( 
<ie set up along the Seneca Trail to 
show where It passed. 1 suggest 1 
among the locations for such marks 
the site of a spring of water in Green- 
wait Gap In Pendleton county, where 
an Indian died, and near where he. 
was burlad Id a crevice of a cliff (I 
have photographed the grave). This 
is the furthest south that I ever could 
ind the Seneca Trait Hie Indian 
who died there was the one wounds I 
In the attack on Fort Seybert In 
i 1758. The Indian*, then retreating, 
followed Seneca Trail to Plttaburg, 
and 1 believe they were the J*«t In¬ 
diana who so followed It all the way 

Other marks to locate tl e old path 
could be set up at almost a thousand 
places between the mouth of Seneca 
Creek and Elkina, as the location Is 
perhaps the best known along that 
thirty mile* Other marks could be 
placed on Indian Fork of Clover near¬ 
ly In frontof the house where Mr. 
Haddox lives, for the path la plainly 
*een there. Another mark might be 
placed on the point of the mountain 
near the -mouth of Clover run, near 
ly opposite the late residence of 
Senator William Ewlu At the high 
eat point of the county road at Low 
Gap, on the east side of the road, 
might be another marker. Another 
cou d be set at Schoolhouae run, on 
the western aide of thp road where 
the old path led up the steep bank 
Into tne field. Another could be lo 
cated at the Dug Road ravine, on the 
top of the high bank, where the out 
line of an old path Is visible In the 
upper end of Mr. Auvll'a orchard 
Perhaps ao many markers would not 
be found desirable. If not, they 
might l*e limited to the location on 
Indian Fork of Clover run and at the 
top of Low Gap. Of course there 
should be a marker or two in Ran¬ 
dolph county, and In Pendleton coun¬ 
ty, for there the Seneca Trail 19 best 
known and Its exact location Is be¬ 
yond a doubt and has never been 
doubted, because It has been travel¬ 
ed since before the first white man 
lived In Randolph oounty. This great 
highway of the Red men ought to bt 
marked In some way lu Randolph. 
Tucker, and Pendleton counties, as a 
matter of history and focal pride 
The great path should not be for¬ 
gotten 1 was glad to note the last 
time I was In Randolph, which was 
a few weeks ago, that a fine highway 
was being built along the route of 
the trail, and for a distance I was 
able to drive my automobile over the 
very ground on which the Six Nation* 
marched their long files of warrior* 
on their mission of death—Randolph 
Enterprise.
